My dear Captain:- 


I reached San Francisco Tuesday night, supposing the 
Thetis would be about ready for sea, On Monday they tested the 
boilers, and found that they could not stand 75 pounds of steam, 
Chief Doyle then commenced removing tubes that were leaking badly. 
After getting out seven, and finding that five had holes in them 
that all the tubes were badly scaled, and of unusual light weight, 
he conferred with Captain Hooper, and it was decided that it was not 
safe to send the Thetis to sea without new boiler tubes, and accord- 
ingly the telegrams of yesterday were sent you by Captain Hooper and 
myself, 


In response, Chief Engineer Doyle received your in- 
structions to put in new boiler tubes, and Captain Tuttle received 
a telegram to take me with him to Seattle, We do not know whether 
thet means vou will issue instructions at Seattle for the Bear to 
take the work which was mapped out for the Thetis, and accordingly 
I telegraphed you this forenoon, When the Thetis gets new boiler 
tubes and boiler nuts and some more sails, she ought to be able to 
take the work of the Bear and go to Kotzebue Sound and Point Hope 
with the judges and court, as she has much more cabin room for 
outsiders than either the Bear or Corwin, 


Putting in of new boilers and plates will probably 
detain her until June, however, by proceeding direct from Seattle 
to Bering Straits, she can reach Port Clarance as soon as the 
Straits vill be free from ice, but it would be no time for her to 
visit the Siberian Coast, and cruise northward from Pertopaulofski 
to Bering Straits, which is a very important part of the summer 
work, which Congress and the Departments wanted done when they 
appropriated the money for the Thetis, The Bear being already to 
sea, can with your permission go direct from Seattle to Unalaska, 
fill up with coal, and proceed direct to Petropaulofski, She can 
then eruise northward along Kamschateka and Siberian Coast to Bering 
Straits and Port Clarance, reaching Port Glarance as soon as the 
Thetis can reach there, Then the Bear will have the month of July 
for transporting reindeer between the Siberian Coast and Port Clar- 
ance, 


The last of July, when it is supposed that the road is 
free from ice to Point Barrow, the Bear can proceed to Point Hope 
and Point Barrow paying off the natives to whom Lieutenant Jarvis 
is indebted, and this part of the Bear's work can be given to Lieu- 
tenant Bertholf on the Thetis to pay off the natives, The Thetis 
can do ordinary revenue work in Seint Michael harbor, or among the 
whalers, which it was intended the Bear should do, She can also 
carry the outsiders who are expected to rest and try the eriminal 
cases at Kotzebue Sound and Point Hope, 


The Bear is in better condition, according to Captain Hoop- 
er, than she has ever been, and it is a matter of national pride 
that in visiting the harbor of Pertopaulofski, where we will meet 
Russian cruisers, that the Cutter service be represented by a cred- 
itable vessel, in command of a full captain, As you know, such 
things make more difference with Europeans than with ourselves, 

The Bear will also maxe better time, and cover the long distance 
that is expected, If it meets with your approval, I wish you would 
let me have the Bear all the season, it being understood that she 
can go to Point Barrow the last of July, but if you can not do that, 
let her make the Kamschatska and Siberian cruise until she joins the 
Thetis early in July at Port Clarance, then I will take the Thetis, 
and do the best possible for the reindeer, although the Thetis has 
no deck capacity for the reindeer, and it will greatly retard the 
work, 


The Bear can carry over 100 reindeer at a trip, while 20 
reindeer will crowd the Thetis, consequently, it will take five times 
as many trips between Siberia and Port Clarance for the Thetis, as : 
for the Bear, If you do not care to have the Thetis go into tne 
Arctic, although she has been around Point Barrow, and will be in 
good condition to go again when she is repaired, the Cutter captains 
here all say that the Corwin, being sheaved with steel plates, is 
in good condition to go into the Arctic, and the Thetis might take 
her place in Saint Michael harbor, however, as said above, the 
Thetis has more sccomodations for outsiders than any of the other 
vessels, 


As I telegraphed you these proposed changes meet with the 
approval of Captains Hooper and Tuttle and Engineer Doyle, who 
Captain Hooper called into consultation on the subject. I will 
proceed to Seattle next week by the Shasta route, and overtake the 
Bear at that place, Telegraph me care of Occidental Hotel, Seattle, 


In addition to the new boilers which have been ordered for 
the Thetis, it would be very much better if you would also add a 
little to tne expense in the way of sails, As the ship is now 
rigged, there are yards on the foremast, but none at all on the 
mainmast, nor are there any sails for the mainmast, If, for any 
reason, the engines get out of order at sea, the ship would be al- 
most helpless, It greatly needs a new main sail, top sail and top 
gallant sail of the same size and make as those on the foremast, 


The main yard is rotten, I am told, and cannot be used, The top 
Sail yard is new, The top gallant yard is sprung, and should be 
renewed, but if you feel unable to rig up sails and yards for the 
mainmast, then I am informed that a leg of mutton main sail and the 
saff top sail is certainly necessary for the mainmast, The smoke 
Stack is abaft the mainmast, which prevents the use of a main boom, 
Either the rigging of the mainmest with yards or with the latter 
leg of mutton main sail and gaff top sail should be prepared before 
she goes to sea, 


I am sorry to have to trouble you about these matters, but 
you are as much interested as I am in making this trip a success, 
and satisfactory both to the secretary and the congressmen who took 
so much interest in procuring this extra appropriation for the fit- 
ting out of the vessel, The extra appropriation will help you to 
put another vessel for your service in pretty good shape, and in the 
meantime, as the Thetis would be delayed too late for the first part 
of its summer work, the Bear can do that portion without interfering 
with the plans of your service, 


Both the Bear and myself will be at Seattle when this 
reaches you by mail, consequently, you can telegraph us at that 
place, if it is necessary to do so; also telegraph Captain Tuttle 
to receive on board with me Mr, Willian Gray, who is to help me in 
the reindeer work this summer,

Your letter of April 24th, with information that the

Seattle, Wash., May 12, 1899. 


Rev. M. D. McClelland, 
Sitka, Alaska. 
My dear Brother: 


Yours of April 21st. is just received, and of 
March 22d. was received as I was in the midst of the confusion of 
getting ready to leave Washington, I am very much obliged to you 
for the abstract of the proceedings of the presbytery, and enclose 
you my check of ten dollars, for the assessment of '99. I feel 
confident that I paid the assessment of '98, but will lock up the 
matter, and if I have not done so will very gladly do it nereafter, 
as it gives me pleasure to do what I can to help the fuller attend- 
ance of the brethren at presbytery. 

Now, with regard to my letter of Feb. 23d., andyour reply 
of March 22d., permit me to say at the beginning I am very sorry 
that my blundering method of expressing myself should have given 
you pain. 1 am so overwhelmed with work, and occasionally so on 
the verge of breaking down, that in order to attend to work I am 
frequently unable to give the attention that ought to be given to my 
letters. I frequently have to write them in haste. That was one 
of such occasions. I was under the doctor's care, threatened with 
paralysis and a breaking down generally. 

I find, in reading yours of the 22d., that we are of one 
mind in a general way with regard to the liquor laws of Alaska, with 
the possible exception that I think after you have had years more 
experience, and possibly a fuller insight into the methods carried 
on by the government, you will not be so sanguine that the govern- 
ment could enforce the prohibitory liquor law in Alaska if they 
wanted to. After twenty one years study and experience in the mat- 
ter, and suffering much misrepresentation because of the stand that 
I have taken in favor of prohibition and the enforcement of the law, 
I have come to the conclusion that, practically, it can not be en- 
forced. Not that it could not, but that our government as consti- 
tuted, will not enforce it. Even when we have had Christian pres- 
idents like Hayes, Harrison and McKinley, and secretaries of the 
treasury like Windom, and others who have bean both Christian and 
prohibition men, and have seen how they failed to take measures that 
I thought at the time might be enforced by them, I have simply given 


up all hope in that direction. My position is that of a total ab- 
stainer from boyhood and an earnest prohibitionist in theory, and I

am not sure that high license will accomplish anything, yet I was 
in favor of giving it a trial, simply as the lesser of two evils; 
and the efforts of Dr. Craft and others to place Governor Brady am 
others who may feel as he does, and as I do, among those as opposed 
to prohibition, is simply monstrous. Neither Governor Brady or I 
are opposed to prohibition, if we could have prohibition carried 
out, but after a long and painful experience, we have learned that 
it will not be carried out, and so we are willing to try high 1i- 
cense. 

I am very glad to hear that you have had a full, free talk 
with Governor Stanley, and I presume you have had the same with the 
Governor since his return. The papers, and individuals, were so 
hounding the Governor when he was in Washington, and trying to place 
him in a false position, that he and I were both very sore and very 
sensitive. We could stand the abuse of the saloon element, but it 
was very hard to bear the mispspresentations, and the false position 
in which some of our Christian friends tried to place us. I do 
not believe in muzzling anybody, and do not think or desire to do 
it. I tried to allow all people to have their own views, and to 
express them, as I desire to do my own, but the thought that I was 
endeavoring to convey, and which I evidently so bungled in as to 
leave a false impression, was to refrain from Christian love to do 
such things as might seem injurious to the cause of Christ,-the 
spirit that led the apostle to say that if meat caused his brother 
to offend, he would eat no meat. 

However, I think we understand one another better now, hav- 
ing received your disclaimer of intending to do the things which 
Dr. Craft made you do. My zeal in the matter comes from the in- 
tense yearning that I have for the utmost possible success of the 
work in which we are engaged in Alaska. I remember you and others 
of the brethren continually in my prayers. When you have reason to 
rejoice in your work, I am happy, and when you have trouble I assure 
you that I carry a heavy heart over it. 

I wish very much that I can return by way of Sitka in the 
fall, and see you and all the good friends. We had a fine mission- 
ary meeting in Seattle last evening, the speakers being the Pev. 

Mr. Jones, of Juneau; the Rev. Mr. Koonce, en route with Rev. S. 
Hall Young to Yukon Valley; flder Hayward,Rvling Blder of the churk} 
which Mr. Young organized at Dawson, and myself. 

With kind regards to Mrs. McClelland, whom I hope some time
